Pogeer Vocation Cards last Lent, and had them forwarded 
o him. 


Dear Boys and Girls: 


More than 1,000 of you signed a card last Lent 
giving expression to your interest either in the holy 
priesthood or one of the sisterhoods, or the Cate- 
chist Society, as a life’s vocation. Many of you 
were, at that time, too young to enter the Prepara- 
tory Seminary or the Novitiate, while probably 
twenty per cent of your number have now reached 
the age at which it ts recommended that you @ter. 

I hope that you have not discarded the thought 
from your minds altogether, that you have tried, by 
prayer, to move Almighty God to give you a little 
more light, and that now, during Lent, you will 
give the thought more serious attention. 

Where there is no Catholic High School, it ts 
recommended that boys enter the Preparatory 
Seminary immediately after completing the Gram- 
mar School. Girls are usually not admitted to the 
Novitiate until they will have attained the age of 
sixteen, but many sisterhoods are receiving them 
earlier as aspirants. In this case the girls enter 
High School at the Motherhouse of the religious 
Community, where they have such a favorable con- 
tact with religious life that it is easy for them to 
arrive at a definite decision. 

I would be very much pleased, during the 
course of Lent, to hear from.boys and girls who 
meet the age and talent requirements of candidates 
for the priesthood and sisterhood, and whose 
health is good. I am assuming that they do not lack 
the requisite piety, because it is this that impels 
them to take the step. You will remember from one 
of my instructions last year, that a vocation con- 
sists in nothing more than the aptitude or fitness 
for the life and a desire to work for God. No 
stronger cail is necessary.

It is agreed in Clause ITT that re- 
ligious orders and congregations 
having communities in Czechoslovakia 
shall not be subordinated to prefects 
of provincial houses of such congrega- 
tions living outside of the Republic. 
Should the establishment of a proy- 
ince in Czechoslovakia be found im- 
practicable, religious houses in the Re- 
public are to be placed directly under 
the jurisdiction of the general mother- 
house of the order or congregatjon 
-goncerned, Provincials and prefects of 
religious houses thus subordinated to 
their respective motherhouses must be 
of Czechoslovak nationality. 


In Clause IV it is stipulated that 
the Holy See, before nominating arch- 
bishops, bishops, coadjutors with the 
right of succession, and the ordinary 
of the Army, shall apprize the Govern- 
ment of the name of the candidate so 
that it may be assured it has no ob- 
jections of a political nature to the 
appointment. 


Oath of Fealty Required 


The ecclesiastical officials enumerat- 
ed in the preceding clause are required 
upon their nomination to take an oath 
of fealty to the Czechoslovak State. 
This oath is the following: “I swear 
and promise that I will be loyal to the 
Czechoslovak Republic, as becomes a 
Bishop, and that I will do nothing 
against the welfare, security and in- 
tegrity of the Republic.”
